THE RIVER SPOILS THE PARK 

Lindsay’s Parks Board has gone to a lot of work 
and expense beautifying Macdonnell Park.

Editorial 


THERE'S NOTHING NEW 
ABOUT TRADING STAMPS 

Many people are at a loss to explain the hub-bub 
which has been kicked up following the announcement 
by a chain store to the effect that it was going all out 
on trading stamps. 

There isn't anything new about trading stamps . « - 
They've been used for years to stimulate business and 
a lot of shoppers seem to like the idea, even though they 
realize they are getting absolutely nothing for noth- 
ing .... The trading stamps and the premiums have 
to be paid for and their cost is all taken into considera- 
tion when the retail price of an article is established. 
Notwithstanding this, a good many ‘ladies of the hauses' 
get some kind of pleasure out of collecting trading 
stamps and pasting them in their little books until they 
have enough to swap for a teapot or some other item 
which they probably could have paid spot cash for if the 
time spent counting, pasting in, and checking the books 
had been devoted to a revenue-producing project. 

However, the concern at the moment is not about 
the wisdom or otherwise of participating in the ‘stamp 
game’ but with the reason for the sudden opposition 
to the idea which is being expressed in sections of the 
retail trade. If the idea were new, if it had never been 
tried before, if, in fact it hadn't been in use almost 
continuously, such a reaction would be understandable. 
Perhaps someone can expjain. 


PREFERRED RATES FOR NON USERS 

The announcement that employers and employees 
are going to have to contribute more to unemployment 
insurance hasn't exactly been greeted with cheers. It 
has brought some wordy reactions from those who are 
none too happy about having another few dollars 
plucked from their pay envelope before they get a 
chance to count it. 

One reasonable observation which is included 
among the many comments heard, points to the fact 
that certain types of insurance carry a preferred rate 
to those who never make demands upon it. It was 
suggested that a similar arrangement should apply 
to unemployment insurance . .. Those who use it 
often be required to pay a higher rate than those who 
make no demands upon jt whatsoever. 

Judging from conversations with those who con- 
tribute to the fund, there is a growing feeling that the 
increase in rates would not have become necessary if 
the fund had never been abused, or, if you prefer, never 
had demands made upon it which were not absolutely 
essential to preventing financial distress due to un- 
employment. 

Frankly we do not believe employers-employees 
should be called on to contribute endlessly to a fund 
from which they may never have occasion to benefit. 
There should be a point of saturation insofar as any 
individual's contribution is concerned. Do you agree? 


WELL, WHICH IS IT TO BE? 

Prime Minister John Diefenbaker put his signature 
to a letter not long ago urging people to “slow down and 
live” while on the nation’s highways. The letter deplored 
the terrible toll in life and property taken annually 
in traffic accidents. This morning it was announced that 
speed limits on many two lane highways in Ontario 
are expected to be raised to 55 and 60 miles per hour. 

Well, which is it to be .. . Slow down and live or 
speed up and die? Of course, it may be that Mr. Diefen- 
baker and others consider a mile-a-minute pretty slow 
going in this ‘fast’ age. If this is the case then the advice 
to “slow down and live” may be consistent with the 
go-ahead to rev the vehicle up to 60 miles per hour. 
Jn the meantime, there still a lot of people who don’t 
consider 60 mph ‘slow’. . . Perhaps the prime minister 
and others who urge “slow down and live” might en- 
large on this and say, (just for example) “slow to 60 and 
live.” 

Meanwhile, 60 mph can hardly be considered a 
snail’s pace in anybody's book.

PHYSICAL FITNES 

There is more professional entertainment in Cana- 
da today than the population—and especially the children 
and young people—can absorb with benefit and profit. 

Enterainment is progressively robbing us of physi- 
cal fitness. We are’ relying more and more on being 
able to press a button and turn on something that will 
keep us amused, something that will give us an excuse 
to do nothing that requires exertion of the mind or 
muscle on our part. 

Where this situation will finally lead one can only 
guess, but, as the Duke of Edinburgh reminded the Cana- 
diar, Medical Association in his presidential address in 
Toronto last month, it is seriously affecting our physical 
fitness picture because it is eating the stamina right out 
of the younger generation. All too many youngsters 
spend far too many hours breathing cigarette smoke 
and lounging in some detrimental posture in front of a 
TV set or watching others play games. 

Every youngster should spend the maximum amount 
of time in the open air, and al] amusements that keep 
them inside should be sensibly limited by their parents. 
For in most cases it is the parents’ fault. They ought to 
set an example and get out with their children as much 
as possible, thus also maintaining their own health. They 
should help the youngsters plan outdoor activities and 
see that they get the greatest possible benefit from fresh 
air and exercise. 

Recently in the Royal Bank of Canada’s “Monthly 
Letter,” we read the following on Physical Fitness hy 
J. R tHeron: 

“The worth of exercise rests upon a basic prin- 
ciple. The Law of Use. The Father of Medicine, Hippo- 
crates, the first to break away from the idea that disease 
is due to the anger of the gods, declared in the Fourth 
Century B.C.: ‘That which is used develops and that 
which is not used wastes away.” 

Exercise gives us other benefits. It tends to lessen

WHAT IS THE SECRET? 

A critical labor shortage has developed in West 
German's booming economy. The competition for 
workers has reached the stage where employers are 
offering higher wages and simflar inducements to lure 
workers away from other firms. 

Unemployment has reached a record low of 210,- 
000, and there are now more vacant jobs—341,000— 
than jobless to fill them. Companies are scouring rural 
areas to recruit workers, paying the rent of those 
they hire and providing their transportation home on 
weekends. 

The demand for workers has greatly increased the 
mobility of the labor force. Before the boom, most 
Germans stayed at the same job for years, often until 
retirement. In the past two years, more than half 
the 20,000,000 workers in the country ‘changed jobs 
twice. 

The West German boom explains why emigration 
to Canada has slowed to a trickle—fewer than 6,000 
came to this country during the first half of this year. 
So long as the labor shortage lasts, Canada can write 
off West Germany as a significant sourse of new popu- 
lation. Jt is a pity we did not make a greater effort 
to get more people from that country when we had 
the opportunity. 

Canada, too, ts in the midst of a boom, Prime 
Minister Diefenbaker discussed some of the signs 
in a speech this week at Kitimat. The gross national 
product should be up 6 per cent this year, he said: in- 
dustrial production is up 7 per cent, mining & per cent 
and housing completions 19 per cent, Consumer ex- 
penditures have increased by 7 per cent over last year, 
personal income is 8 per cent and corporation profits 
show an Increase of 23 per cent. 

Despite this surge in the economy, we are told 
officially that there are still 228,000 unemployed in 
Canada—18,000 more than in Wert Germany, which 
has three times Canada's population. West Germany 
has apparently found a secret which eludes Canada— 
are secret of full employment in a free enterprise sy- 
stem. Perhaps Mr. Diefenbaker should send someone 
to Bonn to ask questions and find out if the secret

THE LAW ON TRADING STAMPS 

Enclosed herewith is an exact copy of Section 369, 
Chapter 51, on page 122 of the Criminal Code of Cana- 
da, 1955. The subject is trading stamps. 

“(1) Everyone who, by himself or his employee or 
agent, directly or indirectly issues, gives, sells or other- 
wise disposes of, or offers to issue, give, sell or 
otherwise dispose of trading stamps to a merchant or 
dealers in goods for use in his business is guilty of an 
offense punishable on summary conviction. 

“(2) Everyone who, being a merchant or dealer in 
goods, by himself or his employee or agent, directly or 
indirectly gives or in any way disposes of, or offers to 
give or any way dispose of trading stamps to a person 
who purchases goods from him is guilty of an offense 
punishable on summary convition.” 

My associates and T in the retail gasoline service 
industry are very strongly opposed to the use of trading 
stamps in any type of retail buisenss. 

I think you will agree with us, after reading the 
Crimina: Code in respect. to trading stamps, that there 
never have been clearer words in any other section 
of any law in Canada which would more clearly set

TWO BILLION, 500 MILLION 


Toronto, Aug. 26 (UPI) — 
Ontario Premier Leslie Frost 
says it will cost two billion 500- 
million dollars to clean up the 
heavily polluted waters of the 
province. f 

Frost estimated vesterday 
that the job would take 20 
years but he said Toronto 
should have full use of its 
beaches by the fall of 1961. 


Both Rochester, New York. 
and Hamilton. Ontario, were 
exonerated when the premier 
said studies had shown that 
almost none of Toronto water- 
front pollution had drifted in 
from the two cities. 


After a meeting wtih A. 


Snider, chairman of the Ont- 
ario Water Resources Com- 


General Manager, the premier 
said investigations showed that 
pollution of Toronto beaches 
was almost entirely due to par- 
tially treated sewage being 
spewed up off Toronto island. 
The investigations also 
showed that there was negli- 
gible pollution from shipping 
which has greatly increased 
since the opening of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway 
Completion of three treat- 
ment plants at Ashbridzge’s 
Bay, the Humber Bay and 
Highland Creek should almost 
totally eliminate the pollution, 
according to Frost. But he est- 
jmated a cost figure of two 
billion 500-million dollars and 
a time limit of 20 years for the 
cleaning up of all pollution in

It’s not too early to think 
about growing rhubarb 


Even though you don’t plant 
it until spring, it's not too 
early to start thinking of grow 
ing rhubarb. : 

After all, you have to start 
thinking about it sometime. 
Make a note to start a crop of 
it for next year — that is, 
if you don’t grow it already. 

Rhubarb is a deep pink tn 
color and its crisp, tender 
stalks are in demand for both 
fresh consumption and freez- 
Ang. 

You need deep, rich loam 
soil for growing rhubarb and 
it has to be well-drained and 
able to hold moisture if your 
rhubarb is going to be good. 

You dress the soil with 
manure at 20 tons per acre 
and deep plow it in the fall. 
then dise and harrow. 

You plant fresh roots in the 
early spring while they are 
fully dormant and set them 
three feet apart in shallow 
furrows about feet apart. You- 
‘ll need roughly 3,000 roots 
‘for every acre of rhubarb you 
grow. 

You then cover the top buds

The American Agriculture 
Dept. says bluntly it doesn’t 
believe Red China's claims of 
huge gains in farm produc- 
tion. 

The Chinese government 
has been boasting of a 69-per 
cent increase in wheat output, 
for example, and other fabu- 
‘lous gains in rice, tubers and 
cotton. 

But USDA’s Foreign Agri 
culture Service debunks all 
this. It notes that the Chinese 
Communists attribute their 
agricultural successes to such 
things as water conservation, 
improved seeds, insect control 
and careful field control. 
These factors,-says USD.A., 
could have upped overall pro- 
duction by 10 per cent and 
perhaps as much as 20 per 
cent ... but they wouldn't 
double production as the Chin- 
ese government claims. 

Furthermore, the American 
experts point out there has 
been no visible evidence of 
greatly increased food sup- 
plies in China’s domestic and 
foreign markets . . . on the 
contrary, there have been 
more indications of distress 
and shortages than of any 
abundance.—(UPI)

TIP ON FAN USE 
IN THE DAIRY BARN | 
Fall is fast coming on 
and-if you had trouble with 
drip and frost on your barn 
walls last winter, now's the 
time to think about fixing up 
your ventilation. : 

“A fan is needed in the 
spring and fall,” says Larry 
Donoghue, Kemptville Agricul 
tural School, one of the On-) 
tario Department of Agricul- 
ture’s farm building special-, 
ists. “We've found that you 
need a fan rating of 100 cfm 
(100 cubie feet per minute) 
for each 1000 pounds of stock 
in the barn. This usually 
works out to 100 cfm per head 
in the barn.” 

“Don't buy fans on the dia- 
meter alone,” says. Donag- 
hue. “Buy on the manufactur- 
er's rating in cfm, For exam- 
ple a barn having about 35 
head in it would need a fan 
with a rating of about 3500) 
cfm. For large barns with over 
40 head, two fans are needed: 
one at about one quarter of 
the total rating and running! 
constantly, while the other’ 
operates on thermostatic con- 
trol. Single fans of the three- 
speed type of the thermosta- 
tically controlled shutter type 
will also give more even air 
circulation than the standard 
type of single fan.”

THE HOMETOWN NEWSPAPER ... 
LIFEBLOOD OF THE COMMUNITY. 

In its current issue, our contemporary “The Ux- 
brige Times-Journal” devoted editorial space to its rural 
correspondents to express sentiments which we feel sure 
must have often been shared, in the heart at least, by 
numerous other hometown newspaper editors. 

It said in part: 

“On a couple of recent occasionsa correspondent 
from one section of the area has offered honest praise 
to another in a different section for their fine reports 
to this paper. We want to say we agree with everything 
said to date and then jump on the bandwagon and add 
a few words of our own. 

“We know, more than anyone else, just how long 
it takes to gather and report news and we are some- 
times flabbergasted that our correspondents can send 
in the amount thev do when thev are holding down other. 
full time positions. That goes whether they are home- | 
makers, or any other classification one may name.. It 
is a job in which a great deal of time at least 
a couple of days each week must be alloted to gathering 
the news of the community. It is a job. however, that 
keeps the names and doings of that particular commun- 

ity on the map. To go further we would say the rural 
- correspondents are truly the grass roots of the weekly 
press 

“Their budgets of news are as interesting and es- 
sential as are the reports of council, club meetings and 
other area news. Perhaps more so by readers who now 
dwell far away from the old family grounds and look 
forward each week to reading of familiar names and 
places.”

It is important for 
correspondents to remember that the hometown news- 
paper is still the only dependable media for transmitting 
ahe real-down-to-earth happenings in the community. 
All other methods of communications are transitory and 
provide no lasting record of events.

GOOD NEWS 

Good news for the older employable person is con- 
tained in a booklet currently being circulated among 
employers entitled How OLD is OLD? It’s good news for 
these people because it indicates that the National 
Employment Service of Canada (that’s the distributor) 
is interested in the continuing employment of older 
people and is doing something to encourage it. 

In essence the booklet is a plea, not for a sym- 
pathetic hearing of the older job applicant, but for a 
businesslike appraisal of his or her intrinsic value to 
an employer. 

On one page of the booklet we find the following 
statement which deserves the careful consideration of 
anyone who may be in a position to use the services 
of an experienced person now unemployed by reason 
of ‘age prejudice’. Here is what it says: 

“Comments received by the National Employment 
Service from satisfied employers respecting the job per- 
formance of workers in the older age group have been 
most encouraging. The following are a few of the many 
favourable attributes of the mature employee cited by 
personnel department which have had experience in 
the hiring of mature men and women: 

© They have the stability that comes with maturity. 
© They do not waste time on the job. 
© They have a definite desire to work. 
© They have a sense of responsibility and are loyal 
to their job and their employer. - 
They generally have steadier work habits. 
They usually require Jess supervision. 

© They are less distracted by outside influences, con- 

sequently they are capable of greater concentration 

on the job.

A WELCOME SETTLEMENT

to the feet, but may affect any part of the smooth skin. 

Fung thrive best in warm and moist environment. 
It is no surprise! that, when athlete’s foot most often 
starts between the fourth and fifth toe, where moisture 
and heat produce softening and macerating of the skin. 
These conditions not only create an ideal climate for 
the growth of! fungi, but also allow the entrance of bac- 
teria. 

The early symptoms of athlete’s foot are only burn- 
ing and itching. People who have normally cool feet can 
develop athlete’s foot in a few days by wearing shoes 
and socks which produce’ sweating. 

During the past two decades, drugs have been dis- 
covered for the successful treatment of the worst bac- 
terial infections of man. Unfortunately, little progress 
has been made in finding specific remedies for the treat- 
ment of fungus infections. 

Here are a few simple rules for prevention of ath- 
lete’s foot: 

1. The feet should be washed frequently and dried with 
care, particularly between the toes. 

e. Dusting powder after the bath will help prevent 
maceration. 

3. Loose or open weave shoes are valuable for those 
who perspire heavily or are on their feet for long 
periods, especially during the hot weather. 

It is not wise to use strong remedies on feet which 
are suspected of being infected by fungi. Most serious 
cases are produced by over treatment, especially if there 
is a secondary infection due to bacteria. 

The article concludes by stating that medical advice 
will often reduce treatment time and suffering.

SHEDS NEW LIGHT ON SIGNS 

There a new Driver's Handbook now ready for On- 
tario motorists containing a complete and illustrated 
explanation of highway signs. The original handbook, 
writtei by A. H. Rowan, Director of Driver Control for 
the Department of Transport, has also been improved 
to include an index, an outline of first-aid rules and 
several other additions in the interest of greater clarity. 

While the first handbook showed only the color and 
shape of the signs which the beginning motorist might 
expect to find along the highway, there are now four 
full pages devoted to explaining the subject in greater 
detail. They have been designed primarily to assist new 
drivers who, according to the Examination Centres, fail 
most frequently in their efforts to understand and inter- 
pret this part of their driving test. 

For those who are unsure of the correct signals for 
making left and right hand turns, two explanatory dia- 
grams have heen added wihch clearly indicate the proper 
position for the left arm in either turn. There is also 
a more careful explanation of the meaning of centre- 
line markings as they regulate overtaking and passing. 

The first aid rules make clear that when an accident 
does happen, the injured should be kept as still and as 
warm as possible until a doctor or ambulance arrives 
on the scene. In cases where there is danger of internal 
haemorrhage nothing should be given the patient by 
mouth. As an important beforehand precaution to such 
an emergency a first-aid kit should be obtained by every 
motorist and carried in the glove compartment of his 
car at all times.

LET’S NOT BE SILLY ABOUT THIS THING ... 

The late Sir Sam Hughes is frequently quoted as 
having said that he didn’t care what people said about 
him as long as they mentioned his name. Ex-Mayor Chas. 
Lamb subscribed to the doctrine and it is to be hoped 
that Lindsay Central Exhibition feels the same way 
because it is being talked about quite a lot these days. 

A lot of the talk stems from the fact that there 
is some disagreement as to which day should be Citizen’s 
Day at the exhibition . . . and which day the local stores 
should close. Some want to close Wednesday afternoon 
as usual, some lean to Thursday but in reality there is 
no longer 100 per cent closing in Lindsay on any half 
day holiday ... You can always get a piece of cheese, 
a loaf of bread or a plug of tobacco. 

There is a way out of the whole dilemma and it is 
quite a simple one . . . postpone the holding of Civic 
Holiday at Lindsay until fair time and then make a 
day of it. 

In the meantime let’s not be silly about this busi- 
ness of which day will be a half day holiday during the 
fair and give some thought to how we can support 
the fair on a town-wide basis.

NO ANSWER TO COMMUNISM? 

Toronto, Sept. 16—(UPI)—Dr. Nelson Chappell, gen- 
eral secretary of the World Council of Christian Educa- 
tion, told United Churchmen yesterday that the west 
has no answer to Communism as long as we refuse to 
trade with the Orient and the Middle East. 

In an address to the United Church’s Board of Chris- 
tian Education annual meeting, Dr. Chappell said, “The 
Japanese people don’t want to be western—they want to 
be Oriental.” 

As long as our standard of living is so much higher 
than the standard in the Orient and Middle East and 
as long as we refuse to trade with them so they can 
buy food they need, we haven’t any answer to Com- 
munism,” he said. 

At the end of the second World War, he said, some 
people looked for an upsurge of Christianity which did- 
n’t corne. And less than one quarter of one per cent of 
the Japanese are Christian.

BROKEN GLASS k 
An item in this paper on Wednesday cited instances 


of people having been cut by broken glass. It’s a wonder 
more people aren't so injured judging by the number 
of bottles which are smashed, not only on Lindsay's 
streets but on highways through the district. The situ- 
ation is growing steadily worse and until the present 
moment, there doesn’t seem to be any deterring action. 

In view of the personal injury and damage to prop- 
erty (tires for example) which can result from broken 
glass, a stiff penalty for anyone caught in the act of 
endangering the public by breaking glass containers on 
the street is recommended. 


TALK ABOUT DEVELOPMENT .... 

Talk about land development in the Lindsay area 
is a current topic of interest. Just mention one of the 
proposed development plans in the area and you've 
got yourself a topic of conversation which brings to 
light many things which might otherwise not have been 
expressed. : 

Just this wee« for example, we received a call from 
an East Ward resident who said he didn’t think all 
members of Town Council were as familiar as they might 
be with the amount of land within the town’s boundaries 
which was still undeveloped and close to sewer and 
water services. He asked if we would care to have a look 
for ourselves, an invitation which was readily accepted. 

The caller took us on a tour of the southeast sec- 
tion of the East Ward and pointed out some appealing 
tracts of land waiting for someone to come along and 
develop. The land, which lies west of the Highway 35 
cut-off road and extends south of the Maryknoll develop- 
ment to the town’s southern boundary, offers a variety 
of building lots “with a view”... and view is right! 
Much of this land looks out over almost all Lindsay, 
affording the eyes a splendid panorama of the town, one 
such as may not be gained from any other vantage 
point. He also noted the proximity of sewer and water 
services to the area and stressed the fact that these 
many beautiful acres of land were just spoiling to be 
developed. 

Talk eventually got around to the need for a bridge 
to link this, section of Lindsay with the rest of the town 
and spur its development. It was suggested that a point 
near Russell, Glenelg or Melbourne St. east would lend 
itself well for this purpose. 

"As we left the scene we had to admit that we could- 
n't find any flaws in the suggestion that this area of 
the exisiting Lindsay be seriously considered for devel- 
opment purposes. It was definitely appealing. 


THIS CONTRACT SHOULD BE CANCELLED 

The agreement between the company which has 
just sold the Town of Lindsay a piece of firefighting 
equipment and the town should be cancelled. It should 
be cancelled on general principles and method of hand- 
ling, especially in the final stage of the deal. 

Certain aspects of closing this transaction have 
distasteful qualities. At the meeting itself the whole 
thing seemed pretty much cut and dried except for 
one opposing voice and that from Reeve Bruce Maidens. 
He abstained from voting in favor of the purchase of 
the equipment on the grounds that he had previously 
only indicated his intention of supporting an under- 
taking t6 buy an aerial ladder. Two members of Council 
were absent from the meeting when the deal was pushed 
through and this in itself doesn’t seem like good busi- 
ness. 

It has been learned since that two of the com- 
panies which tendered to the town’s specifications were 
lower in price than the one accepted and, while the 
difference is not great and the choice justifiable, it does 
seem somewhat unusual. This fact is especially pro- 
nounced when it is considered that the company receiv- 
ing the contract was ‘Johnny-on-the-spot’ immediately 
after it was announced that the deal was okayed. Here 
again this may be pure coincidence, but it would have 
been much better if all tendering companies had been 
notified that the matter would be finalized on Tuesday 
night and invited to have representatives present so 
that councillors might question them more closely. 

Prehaps we had better start all over again and con- 
clude the deal with all members present and agents of 
tendering companies on hand. 

There is only one satisfactory way to conduct 
municipal business and that’s on top of the table. Where 
tenders are being called for, they should be opened, 
read and discussed at a meeting of Council which is 


open to the public.

But without experiment there would have been no ad- 
vance at all from the first-man stage of human develop- 
ment. 

Experimentation is not so widely written about as 
are imagination, analysis and creativity. 

What do these words mean? You imagine a thing 
when you see it your mind’s eye; you analyse a thing 
when you take it apart to see of what it is made; you 
invent a thing! when you put together bits and pieces 
according to lessons learned in your analysis so as to 
come close to what you imagined. Experimentation is 
to try a thing out to see if it will work. 

Truth about any phenomenon, from the cause of a 
common cold to the reason for a slump on the stock 
market, can be established only by experimental means. 
Men of science and business learn every day from ex- 
periments. By trying things out they constantly correct 
their ideas, revise their theories, improve their methods, 
and so come nearer and nearer to what is best. 

We may go further. Experimentation is more than a 
means to verify the results of inventive processes. An 
experiment can be the stone cast into the pool deliber- 
ately to start ripples. 

Speculation versus Experiment 

Contrast the idea of windy speculation with the 
idea of finding out by experimentation. In the first, we 
exhaust our ideas in talk; in the second we assemble 
our ideas and put them to work. Using our knowledge 
of things as they are, we apply thought to their im- 
provement. 

Claude Bernard, whose book An Introduction to the 
Study of Experimental Medicine has been in print for 
nearly a century and is still a text-book, found more 
dorninating facts about medicine in twenty years than 
all the other physiologists in the world. 

The essence of Bernard’s belief is this: by simply not- 
ing facts or piling up obserations, we shall be none the 
wiser. We must reason about what we have observed, 
compare the facts, judge them by other facts used as 
controls, and put the outcome to the test by experiment. 
That is the only way to obtain proof of one’s beliefs.

LESS PROFIT MEANS FEWER TOOLS 

From a statement by Roger M. Blough, Chair- 

man of the Board, United States Steel Corpora- 

tion, before the Subcommittee on Antitrust and 

Monopoly of the Senate Committee of the Judi- 

ciary. 

In a capitalistic society, the only way to acquire 
the tools of production is through profit—the re-invest- 
ment of profit, or the investment of savings in the ex- 
pectation of profit. There is no other way. And the 
only purpose for which a corporate profit can be used 
is to pay for the use and improvement of the tools of 
production — the plants, machines, furnaces, mills, 
mines, inventories and all of the other capital facilities 
necessary to the production process. 

Most people believe I suppose, that a corporate 
profit is cash that is left over jn the till after all the 
necessary payments of a business have been made. But 
that, of course, is not true. 

The truth is that a corporate profit, in industry,: 
is what is left over after all the necessary payments 
except one have been made. And that one payment which 
has not been met is the payment that must be made for 
the use of exisiting tools of production and for the ad- 
dition of new ones through direct reinvestment. Of all 
the expenditures of a business, this payment for tools 
is without doubt the most important to our national 
growth and survival. 

When a corporation has met its payroll, provided 
for depreciation and its Federal income taxes, paid all 
its other bill and come down to its last-line profit on 
the income statement, it not yet paid one single cent 
for the use of the tools that its shareholders have provid- 
ed for it. And since there is nothing left but profit out of 
which to pay for that use as well as new tools, it is 
clear that the size of the profit determines the quantity 
and the quality of the tools that an enterprise can com- 
mand. 

Thus the simple fact is that a profit is not some- 
thing that a corporation gets and keeps in the till. It is 
something it pays out of the till for the use and im- 
provement of tools. 

It may seem to some of the misguided almost a 
public service to tax corporate profits away, to bargain 
them away or to control them away; but can we afford 
—hby indulging in this devatating misconception—to tax, 
to bargain or to control away the tools of production 
upon which this nation depends for its very existence 
and survival? 

How much longer dare we ignore the fact that the 
prospect of profits and the presence of tools are the 
selfsame thing—and that you can't have the one with- 
out the other? 

When will we stopping beating about the bush, and 
Tecognize the undeniable truth of one simple axiom; 
that less profit means fewer tools—or poorer tools; and 
that this, in turn, means less efficiency, higher produc- 
tion costs, higher prices, shrinking market, diminished 
purchasing power, fewer jobs, declining industrial 
strength and a dangerous impairment of our national 
security!—The Blue Bell

FACTS for FARMERS 


Some news of special interest

Barberry and Buckhorn 

Common barberry and Eur- 
opean buckthorn are a night- 
mare and bugbear to both the 
plant breeder and the farmer. 
A red rust spore smuggled into 
the country by winds from the 
south can cause a single rust 
lesion on oats. With Barberry 
present in the neighborhood, 
however, a single over-winter- 
ing black spore of stem rust, 
through infection of a bar- 
berryleaf, can form 64 million 
red spores each capable of 
causing a rust infection on cer- 
eals. A single barberry bush 
can produce 64 Billion such 
spores. From a_ production 
point of view, a farmer can- 
not afford to have a single} 
barberry within miles off him. 

The cereal plant breeder is 
constantly breeding new var- 
ieties which are resistant to 
common strains of rust. Stem 
tust strains cross and produce 
new strains only on the com- 
mon barberry. If all such barb- 
erry bushes were eradicated, 
yields would increase and plant 
breeders’ work would be great- 
ly simplified. In a like man- 
ner, European buckthorn acts} 
as an alternative host to leaf 
rust of oats. 

Barberry and buckthorn are| 
bandits which rob the farmers 
of Ontario of hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars each year. Mu- 
nicipalities which organize a 
control campaign for these 
menaces are eligible for a 
grant towards the cost of 
chemicals ‘used. The Field 
Crops Branch, Ontario Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, administ- 
ers this grant and co-operates 
in any control campaign.

College Researcher, Dr. F. J. 
Milne. He explains: “Water 
Belly is a name given to one 
of the results of a ruptured ur- 
ethra. A stone forms in the 
bladder and blocks off the wat- 
er works’and pressure forms} 
within the bladder and urethra. 
The urethra finally ruptures 
and urine escapes into an area 
around the back of the animal.! 
The urine creeps downwards 
to finally collect under the skin 
in the tissues around the 
sheath. You’ll notice a swelling 
in this area.” 

Other bad effects? 

“During the time before the 
bursting of the water pipe, the 
| pressure building up causes 
extreme discomfort — It looks 
as if the animal is suffering 
from a colic attack. Then 
when the rupture occurs, re- 
lief is obtained but all the poi- 
son from the escaped urine are 
being absorbed into the body. 
We end up with a sick, maybe 
dead steer on our hands,” says 
Dr. Milne. 

Feeder cattlemen in the} 
Western States recognize} 
water belly in the very early 
stages by what they call a 
“windshieldwiper action” of 


“We've all seen the almost 
jerky movement of a wind- 
shield wiper in our cars. It’s 
the same thing with steers suf- 
fering from Water Belly, ex- 
|cept their tail swings about 
just as the wiper does. If you 
place a finger on the mide- 
line just 3 or 4 inches below 
the tail, you'll feel a definite 
throbbing.” 

Dr. Milne states this throb- 
bing is caused by the muscles 
trying to force the urine down 
the blocked tube. Farmers who 
recognize these signs will save 
themselves money by either 
shipping the animal off to 
market straight away or hav- 
ing it treated right then.

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INDSAY DRIVER IN FATAL ACCIDEN 


Reorotianle cut-throat, 
terms used to describe 


story’s premature release 


“Regrettable” - - “Cut throat” 
are terms. being used to de- 
scribe the premature release 
of an industrial story at Lind- 
say five days ahead of sched- 
ule. 

Mayor. Lloyd Burrows Monday 
termed as “regrettable” a story 
which appeared in an out-of- 
town newspaper Saturday giv- 
ing details of a new industry 
shortly to locate in Lindsay. 

Mayor Burrows said the! 
newspaper in question should 
have respected the confidence! 
of town officials and the man- 
agement of the company. | 

This sort of behavior on the 
part of a newsman does not 
augur good for future rela- 
tions between Town Council 
and the press, said his worship. 

The mayor said he under- 
stood the management of the 
company concerned was ex- 
tremely unhappy about the 
“betrayal”. The speaker said 
he understood a story datelin- 
ed Wallaceburg run by the 
Canadian Press wire service, 
gave scant details of the pro- 
posed move of the industry to 
Lindsay. “That certainly did 
not excuse the out-of-town pa- 
per running an additional story 
accompanied by a picture of 
the new plant,” declared the 
mayor. 

Mayor Burrows said it had 
been common knowledge a- 
mong the local newsmen ard| 
the radio station that the in- 
dustry was to locate here for 
some months now. The release 
giving details of the move is 
scheduled to be officially 
handed to the press next Wed- 
nesday. 

Other members of Council 
were equally indignant about 
the . “betrayal”. _ Industrial 
Chairman Mel DeGroat, who 
arrived back in town from 
Nova Scotia Sunday, said he 
had not seen the story as yet. 
He said he would prefer to 
read the item before making 
any offical comment. 

At a news conference sever- 
al months ago representatives) 
of the company gave newsmen) 
details of the proposed move. 
Present at that meeting were 
representatives of the daily 
and weekly press, the local rad- 
io station and an out-of-town 
newspaper. 

At that meeting industrial 
Chairman Mel DeGroat stress- 
ed the need for the greatest 
secrecy on the companies 
plans. Those present were as- 
sured that a release giving full 
details would be made simul- 
taneously to both press and 
radio. 

Unofficial reports to hand 
state that on a newscast ‘over 
the Jocal radio station Satur- 
day details of the industry’s re- 
location were given.

There is nervous- 
ness, fatigue, mental aches, | 
and aches in the legs—and 
quite often there is weight 
gain. 

I have prescribed a drug 
called “premens” which is tak- 
en for about a week before 
the expected period. Many pa- 
tients have been relieved. 
However, there are many sim- 
ilar drugs on the market. I 
am sure your own doctor will 
prescribe those which he has 
found to be effective. Why 
be a “sour Sue” when you 
can be a “sweet Sally?”

NEW WAY TO REDUCE HOSPITAL COSTS 

It is estimated that the cost of collecting, clean- 
ing and sterilising all the hypodermic syringes in use 
in @ hospital works out something like sixpence for 
each injection. Now a new British plastic syringe, and 
4 new process which enables syringes and other hos- 
pital equipment to he safely and cheaply sterilised at 
at the manufacturing end hy means of gamma rays, 
proinises to bring down hospital costs, 

Describing the technique in a BBC General Over- 
Seas broadcast, Mr, §, Jefferson of the British Atomic 
Energy Authority, pointed out that several models of 
plastic hypodermica syringe now being produced each 
cost less than sixpence, so that it was more economic 
to throw the syringe away after one use, The plastics 
used in the manufacture of this cheap type of syringe 
melted at the temperature required for sterilisation, and 
therefore gamma rays, which could sterilise without 
raising the temperature more than a degree or two, were 
used in the process known as “cold sterilisation,” The 
rays did not make the syringes radio active in any way. 


Since articles sterilised by heat or radiation were 
immediately liable to re-infection unless nroperly pro- 
fected, it was a good idea, Mr, Jefferson saN, to sterilise 
the article after it had been sealed in its container — 
probably a plastic transparent wrapping — and this too 
was done by radiation. The radio active material used 
was Coball 60, which was normal metallic cobalt which 
nad been bombarded hy spare neutrons in nuclear power 
reactors, and could he obtained so cheaply that the 
price of sterilising each syringe was Jess than one farth- 
ing. Some other items of hospital equipment made jn 
plastic could he treated in the same way; and surgical 
dressings, too, were likely to be individually sealed, 
although packed in bulk as before.—BRC London Letter

WINTER BARLEY 

Planning to try winter barley 
again this fall? 


thusiasm for this crop after 
last winter’s rough weather.| 
But it isn’t too likely that wint- 
er kill will be as severe in the 
winter of 1959 - 60. ( 

Soil temperature and weath-| 
er record for winter - kill in 
Ontario. And the odds are a- 
gainst a repeat performance| 
for some time to come. By then, 
plant breeders hope to have 
a winter barley that is more 
winter-hardy. 

Your variety choice this fall 
should be Hudson. It’s the only 
variety we have that is winter} 
hardy in parts of Ontario. Field) 
Crops researchers with the On- 
jtario Department of Agricult- 
ure suggest growing it only in! 
Region A and on light-soiled, | 
| well-drained areas of Region B. 

Outside of these regions, it is| 
much more subject to winter! 
kill than winter wheat. 

Hudson is a rough-awned.| 
six-rowed, mildew- resistant 
variety with a stronger straw) 
than any of Ontario's recom-| 
mended spring barleys. Sever- 
al thousand acres of Hudson 
Barley are grown under con- 
tract to the malting companies 
in a research program. They’re 
trying to find out if winter 
barley can be used for this 
purpose in Ontario. 

Time of seeding? It ranges 
from the middle of September 
in the cooler parts of Ontario 
right up to the first of October 
in the South-west. 

Insist on a weed-free seed 
that has at least 90 per cent 
germination. Good barley seed 
should be almost free from} 
loose smut. The seed should- 
n’t be more than 4 generations 
removed from hot water treat- 
ment for this disease. The use 
of registered seed gives assur- 
ance of a relatively low smut} 
count. 
| Treatment with a mercurial 
fungicide is desirable, Plant a- 
| bout 2 bushels of seed per acre 
and check the depth of seeding. 
| Don't cover the seed with more 
than an inch of soil. 

Be careful you don’t put all 
the nitrogen on your barley this 
fall.

THE VICTORIA COUNTY TUBERCULIN TEST 
By Floris E. King, B.S.C.N., M.P,H. 
This is the second of a series of three articles on the 
tuberculin testing project in Victoria County.) 
Why has the tuberculin test assumed such import- 
ance? What is the tu culin test? 
The tuberculin test is a simple test to find out 
whether or not there are tuberculosis bacilli in the body. 


Before you can develop tuberculosis, you must first be- 
come infected. A tuberculin test may show this in- 
fection months, even years ahead of the first sign of 
disease as revealed hy a chest x-ray. 


Consequently, there are two reasons for the tuber- 
culin test: 

1. To find those who have heen infected rather than 
after the disease has developed. and 
2. To eliminate unnecessary x-rays 
infected 

How is the testing done? 

A nurse will put a drop of a harmless substance 
called tuberculin between the lavers of the skin-usually 
on the forearm. From two to four days Jater the test 
is inspected or ‘read’. 

Does It Hurt? 

No — like a pin prick. 
What Happens? 

In the great majority of cases nothing happens. 
This means there are not tuberculosis hacilli in your 
hody. As long as there are no TB there will be no 
turerculosis. This is a negative reaction. 

Sometimes there is redness and a slight hardening 
into small bumps. This is a positive reaction. 

If | am “Positive” Does it mean | have TB? 

No. It means tuberculosis bacilli are inside your 
body. It also means you need to have an x-ray now 
and periodic chest x-ray examinations to check for 
developing tuberculosis, The chances of your ever 
having tuberculosis are slight— but you should check 
regularly. 

The special tuberculosis chest cline in the new 
Government Building in Lindsay is for your service. Free 
x-rays and consultations is available for you. 

It is important for you to know — for sure — if 
you have ever heen infected with the germs that cause 
tuberculosis. Are you positive?

WHO'S GOING TO USE IT ALL? 

All the money the banks have to lend belongs to 
their depositors. who have entrusted it to them for 
safekeeping and for investment. The banks’ first duty 
is to the interests of their depositors, and the govern- 
ment’s duty is to see that this is done. 

Because some farm organizations and some politi- 
cians are urging the Government to lend money to 
farmers to expand their operations, and because some 
other groups are urging it to lend money to small 
businessmen to expand their businesses, and because 
still other groups are urging it to advance more money 
to the building industry to provide housing at less than 
cost for some people, and because these loans are ex- 
pected to be made at less than the prevailing rates of 
interest and without due regard for the credit-worthi- 
ness of the borrowers; because of all these things, we 
consider it our duty to remind the Government that it 
has no money of its own to lend to anybody, and any 
money it does lend will first have to be taken from those

cause. Canada has really very little to hope from as a 
result of an end to restrictions on dollar imports. With 
one of two notable exceptions—salmon was one of them 
—relaxation of restrictions on dollar imports has not 
been followed by a noticeable increase in Canadian sales 
to Britain. 

Still further relaxation might help increase sales of 
some farm products but their total value is unlikely to 
be high. In these circumstances, one wonders that Mr. 
Fleming should pursue his endeavors for any reasons 
other than the politics of the case. The farmers can 
be assured of every effort on their behalf but what else? 

At that, this would be a tolerable undertaking were 
there not so many other unresolved questions. The 
government has yet to recognize the seriousness of our 
trade deficits. These will not be reduced by efforts to 
increase exports. The solution is to reduce imports. 
The advantages are obvious. Moreover, by serving the 
manucaturing sector of the economy, the government 
would be doing more to serve the whole economy than 
it is by trying to help the farmers.

Overseas Service program “Science and Industry” by 
the British dental surgeon, Mr. R. V. Tait, who has 
developed it. The appliance, Mr. Tait explained, was de- 
signed to provide a voice for people who had the larynx, 
or voice-box, removed by a surgical operation on the 
throat. The majority of such patients were able to speak 
again by what was called oesophageal voice — that is 
by modulating into speech the air returning up the oeso- 
phagus, or tube, running from the mouth to the stomach; 
but a few people could not speak at all after such op- 
erations. His wife, a speech therapist, had come up 
against the problem when working in hospitals, and the 
device he had developed was a small box, about the 
size of a pocket wallet, with a few controls attached, 
For people who have false teeth it is‘ normally made as 
an upper denture, and for those with their own teeth 
it is made to fit the roof of the mouth and supported by 
the surrounding teeth, Inside the palate of this dental 
plate their is a diaphragm which can be set in vibration 
electrically. | When a switch on a small box, usually 
carried in the pocket, is pressed then the diaphragm 
vibrates and produces a sound which can be used as a 
voice. 

Mr. Tait demonstrated how by wearing the device 
and moving his mouth as he would normally when speak- 
ing, he could produce normal speech and vary the pitch 
of his voice.—BBC London Letter.

THE ODDS ON OUR SIDE 

Following an intent study by an insurance company, 
it was found that out of 330 accidents only 30 resulted 
in injuries. And of the 30 injured people, 29 required 

edical aid only and one resulted in a lost-time accident. 

All this means that when a workman has an acci- 
dent the odds are 300 to 1 against the necessity of hos- 
pital treatment. However, as exposure continues to 
unsafe acts and working conditions, Lady Luck becomes 
less tolerant and eventually the unsafe act or working 
condition may result in an injury-producing accident.

It will then be this man’s responsibility to 
see that unsafe acts and conditions are eliminated wher- 
ever possible.

stabled in October. 


Says Ontario Department of 
Agriculture Livestock Re- 
searcher, John Dalrymple of 
the Kempftville Agricultural 
School: “I think the trouble 
goes back to management care 
in September. Things Tike not 
providing enough good pas- 
ture, pasturing meadows too 
closely. and leaving cows out 
too long when the weather gets 
cold can cause a drop in pro- 
duction. While cows are still 
on pasture’ they should be 
put on about the same dry 
feed as they are going to have 
when they are actually sta- 
bled’! 


jthese patients had had good 
control of their diabetes thr- 
ough diet and insulin since the 
onset of their disease. 

Yet, there are thousands of 
| diabetics who have survived 
childhood diabetes for 30 years 
by good care, The patients in 
this group escape blindness 
because of early diagnosis and 
continuous treatment and con- 
jtrol of the condition. 
| Many people tend to minim- 
ize diabetes simply because “it 
doesn’t hurt.” I wish, in the;

“Get them used fo hay sil- 
age and grain so that when 
they do come in they won't 
miss the grass,” he explains. 

Dalrymple likes to start sta- 
bling the cows about the mid- 
dle of October when the wea- 
ther gets a bit disagreeable. 
But he prefers to keep them 
in the barn only at night. They 
are allowed to pasture during 
the day. ‘ 

“A cow is used to moving 
and doesn’t like to be confin- 
ed all of a sudden,” he adds. 
“Actually, throughout the year 
—whenever the weather is 
good—we like to let them out. 
We find we have less trouble 
with their feet and legs.” 

Other pointers: 

. Dust all the cows. partic- 
ularly the heifers, for lice 
when they are first stabled. 
Keep their necks and heads 
clipped so that you can notice 
any lice buildups. 

. Mastitis-test all cows. Keep 
mastitis animals in separate 
stalls so that they can get spec- 
jal attention. Keep lots of bed- 
ding under the cows. 

. Watch your cows closely 
when they first come in. Some- 
times digestive troubles show 
up when cows go from some 
pasture to all-dry feed.
